Report Made on 
Construction of 
3 New Schools

Torrance'g Board of Education 
meeting this Tuesday ' evening 
was jam-parked with business, 
but Board members managed to 
dispose of it within one hoxir and 
fifteen minutes, officially closing 
the Board meeting at 9:15 p. m.

Even so, Board members found 
time to courteously answer ques­ 
tions that they felt the audi­ 
ence was interested in.

Among matters taken up at 
the meeting wel'e the following: 
The Superintendent and Assis­ 
tant Superintendent of Schools 
were notified by members pres­ 
ent that t^iey will be rehired for 
a new four year term beginning 
next July 1, 19S2.

It was revealed that 263 work 
permits were issued to students 
by the Torrance Schools for 
Christ maa jobs. It was pointed 
out that the schools received 
Average Daily Attendance 
money for students who were 
taking commercial subjects. This 
was under the work-study pro­ 
gram.

The Board is still trying to 
buy the Nielson property for a 
school in North Torrance. Niel- 
son has requested $4000 per acre. 
Last night Board members raised 
their offer to $3000 per acre and 
said that if Nielson would not 
accept this then they would be 
forced to condemn the property. 
Under the agreement, Nfelson 
will be permitted a reasonable 
time to remove a $4500 barn 
and l.r>00 feet of irrigation pipe 
valued at $2.50 per foot.

A progress report was also 
given to the Board of architects 
on the construction work at Tor­ 
rance High School, Madrona and 
Riviera elementary. At the high 
school, 50 percent of classrooms 
have been completed, 70 percent 
of the cafeteria construction, 70 
percent of the gymnasium, and 
85 percent of the music building.

At Madrona construction is 50 
percent complete and at Riviera 
35 percent.
